Stalin Rallies Nation, 
Instructs People In 
“Scorched Earth” Policy 


MOSCOW, (lPi—Josef Stalin ad- 
mitted ‘to the Russian people today 
that the Germans had made huge 
gains, warned them that they were 
fighting for their liberty and their 
lives and called on them to fight 
to the finish. 

Stalin said at the start of a na- 
tional radio speech which was an 
extraordinary appeal for total war- 
fare, that the Germans had cap- 


| tured Lithuania, a considerable part 


of Latvia, the western part of White 
Russia and the western part of the 
Ukraine. He said that the Germans 
continued to advance. (The Rus- 
sians refer to Sovietized Poland as 
“Western White Russia” and “west- 
ern Ukraine.’ 

But he said that the Russians 
already had smashed some of the 
finest German divisions, that their 
main forces were only now coming 
into action and that the national 
resistance was just beginning to 
grow in strength. 

Stalin instructed te people to re- 
move or destroy every animate or 
inamite thing, every utensil, every 
bit of grain or oil or ore, in the 
German path, to leave nothing eat- 
able or useable, to fight individual- 
ly and collectively with every wea- 
pon and by every means and to ha- 
rass the Germans in occupied areas.

A DECLARATION, by the Rep- 
resentatives of the United States of 
America in Congress Assembled: 

“When, in the Course of human 
events, it becomes necessary for one 
people to dissolve the political 
bands which have connected them 
with another, and to assume among 
the powers of the earth the separ- 
ate and equal station to which the 
Laws of Nature and Nature’s God 
entitle them, a decent respect to 
the opinions of mankind requires 
they should declare the causes 
which impel them to the separation. 

“We hold these truths to be self- 
evident, that all men are created 
equal; that they are endowed by 
their Creator with certain unalien- 
able Rights, that among these are 
Life, Liberty and the Pursuit of 
Happiness. That to secure these 
rights, Governments are instituted 
among Men, deriving their just! 
powers from the consent of the | 
governed; that, whenever any Porn | 
of Government becomes destructive | 
of these ends, it is the Right of 
the People to alter or to abolish it, 
and to institute new Government, 
laying its foundations on such prin- 
ciples and organizing its powers in 
such form, as to them shall seem 
most likely to effect their Safety 
and Happiness. Prudence, indeed, 
will dictate that Governments. long. 
established should not be changed 
for light and transient causes; and 
accordingly, all experience hath 
shewn, that mankind are more 
disposed to suffer, while evils 
are sufferable, than to right 
themselves by abolishing the forms 
to which they are accustomed. But 
when a long train of abuses and 
usurpations, pursuing invariably the 
same object. evinces a desire to re- 
duce them under absolute Despot- 
ism, it is their right, it is their duty, 
to throw off such Government, and 
to provide new Guards for their 
future security. Such has been the 
patient sufferance of these Colonies, 
and such is now the necessity which 
constrains them to alter their for- 
mer Systems of Government.

“It is fine to be able to boast that 


| more than 25,000,000 bottles of fresh 


milk are placed on the doorsteps of 
American homes daily, but the 
stubborn fact still remains that 
consumption of milk has not in- 
creased to the point where’ the 
health of the nation is guaranteed.”

“Because of military and other 
problems,” continued Mr. Crum, 
“the British government has been 
obliged to cut down the number of 
dairy herds. England is faced not 
only with the need ‘to implement 
her ordinary production. Since her 
milk production is down 20 percent, 
she must have much more than her 
usual and ordinary requirement. 
Not only that. Among the captured 
peoples of Denmark, Norway, Hol- 
land, Belgium, Poland, France and 
Yugoslavia, literally millions of 
children are starving today for lack 
of milk, and when the end of the 
war comes, as it must, the demands 
upon the dairy industry of Amer- 
ica will be increased one hundred 
fold. 

“Furthermore, millions of our 
young men have been removed from 
Private life—and the new army ra- 
tions call for fresh milk every day 
for every soldier. 


“Thus, as the productive capacity 
of the dairy industry turns more 
and more toward supplying onr na- 
tional needs, toward feeding Bri- 
tain and China, it is clear that we 
must count on some curtailment of 
Civilian production. Higher prices 
are frankly predicted by econom- 
ists.” 


Urging an intensive, state-wide! 


educational program to acquaint the 
public with problems of the dairy 
industry, to avert friction and mis- 
understanding and to prevent a pos- 
sible demand for government cor- 
trol of the industry, Mr. Crum con- 
tinued: 

“We have yet to feel to any ex- 
tent what our defense program 
means in terms of curtailment of 
civilian consumption. But already 
we have witnessed the executive 
fiat which has placed Mfr. Ickes in 
charge of the production and dis- 
tribution of oil; the proposal for 
gasless Sundays. Is there any man 
So foolish as to believe that in view 
of the tremendous importance of 
butterfat and dairy products in the 
modern war that the milk industry 
will escape similar regulation of 
Production and distribution?

POWER COMPANY ANNOUNCES 
IMMEDIATE START ON 
PITT RIVER PLANT 


The Pacifws Gas and Electric 
Company has announced it will be- 
gin work at once on the construc- 
tion of another hydro-electric proj- 
ect on the Pit River in Shasta 
County. This project will take the 
place of the power plants which the 
Company proposed to build at 
Cresta and Pulga on the Feather 
River in Plumas County, and will 
be approximately of the same ca- 
pacity. 

The change in the Company’s 
construction... program followed a 
decision by the Federal . Power 
Commission imposing certain spe- 
cial conditions in the proposed li- 
cense as finally authorized for the 
Feather River plants which the 
Company believes would raise in- 
tolerable conflicts of jurisdiction 
between Federal and State agen- 
cies. Efforts to obtain a modifica- 
tion of the decision have been un- 
successful and the Company has 
advised the Commission that it will 
be impossible to accept a Federal 
license under the conditions im- 
posed. These conditions are unusual 
and would make it impossible for 
the Company to construct addi- 
tional generating facilities, either 
steam or hydro, or to contract for 
additional power, with minor ex- 
ceptions, without the approval of 
the Federal Power Commission, ir- 
respective of whether or not such 
additions are subject to regulation 
under the Federal Power Act.
